Izvestia said Kapustin was arrested 'by '* 
agents of the KGB, the Soviet secret po- 
lice, who found in his possession. “espio- 
nage assignments, codes [and] instruc- 
tions on the maintenance of secret com-' 
munications* equipment The newspaper 
did not report that any such equipment 
was seized, but it said that KGB agents 
also* discovered “other materials that in- - 
disputably prove Kapustin’s espionage 
work with CIA representatives who op- 
erate under the guise of staff members of. 
the UJ3. Embassy in Moscow.*' 


Espionage is a capital offense^ in thej 


Soviet Union. Last year, a Soviet engineer 
identified os B. Ni'.ov was convicted of 
spying for the United States after he al- 
legedly was recruited. by the CIA in Al- 
giers in 1974. He was said to have been 
trained by the CIA there before returning 
to the Soviet Union. His sentence was hot

Ah earlier such incident involved Ana- 
toly N.' Filatov, who .was convicted of 
being. an American spy in 1978 and sen- ■ 
teheed to be shot a firing squad- The :

Kapustin’s profession or the date of his 
arrest. It said only that he worked at a 
Moscow enterprise. ' . •** 

. Izvestia said that an investigation of 
the Kapustin case was continuing, but it 
did not indicate whether the American of- 
ficials allegedly linked to the man are still 
in Moscow. ■ Y .
